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REPORT. 


In  accordance  with  the  annual  custom,  the  Managers  of 
the  Temporary  Home  for  the  Destitute  offer  at  this 
season  their  Thirty-first  Report,  to  give  its  friends  a  brief 
narration  of  such  events  as  have  occurred  in  our  history 
during  the  year  just  passed. 

In  many  of  our  reports  of  former  years  it  has  been 
customary  to  give  instances  showing  the  need  of  this 
institution  in  this  community,  and  individual  cases  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  work  done.  These  individual  stories  are 
nearly  all  interesting  and  worth  recording,  but  so  many 
years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  organization  was  begun, 
and  the  interest  taken  in  its  purposes  having  become  so 
general,  we  do  not  feel  this  year  that  it  is  necessary  to  do 
more  than  make  a  simple  statement  of  the  numbers  who 
have  come  and  gone,  and  of  what  has  been  done  with  our 
own  means  and  the  money  that  has  been  contibuted  to  us. 
Whatever  else  we  may  say  is  only  a  repetition  of  what  has 
been  said  before. 

During  the  year  1877  the  Home  has  prospered  finan¬ 
cially,  as  well  as  in  many  other  ways,  thou'gh  we  must 
continue  to  urge  our  claims  upon  our  friends  and  the 
public,  to  enable  us  to  continue  and  increase  our  usefulness. 
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REPORT. 


We  began  our  year  with  a  debt  of  about  $1,400,  the 
previous  year  having  shown  that  our  expenses  exceeded 
our  income  by  about  $2,000.  Owing  to  two  legacies  of 
$1,000  each,  received  without  any  restrictions  upon  their 
use,  a  present  from  a  friend  of  $500,  and  our  withdrawing 
the  interest  and  extra  dividends  received  since  July,  1867, 
in  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank,  for  account  of  the  Franklin 
Infant  School  Fund,  amounting  to  $943.39,  we  have  been 
able  to  reduce  our  indebtedness  materially,  so  as  to  begin 
the  new  year  with  a  small  debt  of  about  $400,  which  we 
hope  to  be  enabled  soon  to  clear  away. 

W e  still  need  a  large  number  to  be  added  to  our  sub¬ 
scription  list,  in  order  that  our  income  may  equal  our 
expenditures ;  for,  leaving  out  the  items  of  receipt  men¬ 
tioned  above,  our  expenses  for  the  year  exceeded  our  regu¬ 
lar  income  by  nearly  $2,000.  We  do  not  wish  to  be 
compelled  to  use  our  legacies  for  current  expenses,  but 
want  to  be  able  to  invest  them  as  a  permanent  fund. 

As  has  been  said  in  a  former  report,  in  regard  to  the 
Infant  Department,  the  care  of  even  a  limited  number  of 
infants  costs  a  great  deal  of  money,  and  as  yet  the  income 
of  the  Home  has  not  been  sufficiently  large  to  make  the 
undertaking  easy.  Still,  we  hope  from  the  constant  kind¬ 
ness  of  those  who  give  us  their  suppprt,  that  while  we 
show  that  the  money  given  has  been  well  expended,  and 
that  larger  sums  are  needed  in  the  future,  our  increased 
wants  will  be  freely  supplied.

We  have  to  record  excellent  health  among  the  inmates 
of  the  Home  this  year  until  the  month  of  October,  when 
diphtheria  appeared,  and  it  was  judged  best  to  send  away 
all  but  a  few  of  the  children  temporarily.  One  child  died 
of  it,  though  the  others  who  were  taken  sick  recovered,  and 
all  are  again  returned,  and  now  in  good  health ;  from  this 
cause,  no  new  children  were  admitted  for  the  period  of  six 
weeks. 
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During  the  past  summer,  our  assistant  matron,  Miss  C. 
P.  Pay,  closed  the  long  term  of  twenty-three  years’  con¬ 
nection  which  she  has  had  with  the  Home,  and  the  Man¬ 
agers  accepted  her  resignation  with  “  unfeigned  regret 
that  she  feels  obliged  to  leave  a  service  she  has  so  faithfully 
filled.” 

We  have  received,  besides  donations,  many  gifts  of  pro¬ 
visions  and  clothing  from  friends  during  the  year,  for  which 
we  return  our  sincere  thanks ;  there  is  need  of  all  the 
clothing  and  shoes  for  children  that  we  can  get,  and  we 
earnestly  hope  that  this  will  be  remembered  by  those  who 
have  such  to  give.  Also,  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  visiting 
physicians,  who  have  gratuitously  given  us  their  skill  and 
attention. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  add  a  few  words  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  do  not  personally  see  the  working  of  our  in¬ 
stitution. 

To  use  again  the  expressions  of  a  former  report,  the 
chief  business  of  this  society  is  to  bring  the  children  who 
have  no  homes,  to  the  homes  which  have  no  children,  where 
they  will  be  well  treated,  and  brought  up  in  a  manner  that 
will  render  them  good  members  of  society,  make  them  happy 
in  themselves,  and  useful  to  all  around  them. 

Our  system  of  adoption  gives  confidence  to  persons  seek- 
ing  children  whom  they  can  make  their  own.  They  are 
attracted  because  they  can  feel  that  the}''  will  find  children 
who,  at  a  very  early  age,  and  before  the  habits  of  manhood 
and  womanhood  are  formed,  have  had  an  opportunity  to  be- 
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gin  a  mode  of  life  that  is  healthful  in  every  respect;  and 
our  small  numbers,  compared  with  those  in  many  public  in¬ 
stitutions,  enables  each  individual  to  receive  proper  atten¬ 
tion  to  body  and  mind.  The  home  influence  itself  of  Mrs. 
Gwynne  and  her  assistants  is  of  the  best  sort :  simple  and 
kind,  of  great  gentleness,  it  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  child¬ 
ren  under  her  charge,  and  they  all  seem  to  feel  the  good 
effects  of  it  at  the  same  time  that  they  profit  by  the  efficient 
working  of  the  daily  school. 

The  practice  of  correspondence  kept  up  by  Mrs.  Gwynne 
with  the  adopted  parents  and  children,  to  gain  and  record 
all  intelligence  received  of  or  from  any  former  inmate,  is 
steadily  carried  out,  and  the  accounts  received,  in  almost 
all  cases,  show  homes  made  happy,  and  assurances  that 

those  who  have  thus  gained  children  of  their  own  will

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

All  signers  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  who  shall 
have  contributed  for  two  successive  years  to  the  funds  of 
the  Corporation,  shall  be  members ;  and  membership  shall 
cease  on  failure,  for  one  year,  so  to  contribute. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  OFFICERS. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Monday 
of  December,  (or  if  that  is  a  holiday,  on  the  Tuesday  fol¬ 
lowing,)  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  President  and  Clerk 
shall  appoint.  Notice  shall  be  given  in  a  daily  paper 
published  in  Boston,  seven  days,  at  least,  before  the  meet¬ 
ing.  A  President,  one  or  more  Vice  Presidents,  a  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  twenty-four  Managers,  and  not  less  than  five 
Assistant  Managers,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  this  meet¬ 
ing,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen, 
and  qualified  in  their  stead. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  III. 

BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

The  Managers  shall  be  one-half  gentlemen,  and  one-half 
ladies,  and  shall,  with  the  Assistant  Managers  and  other 
officers  (named  in  Article  II)  constitute  a  Board  of  Control, 
which  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration,  including  power  to  authorize  a  committee  of  three 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  to  make  contracts,  and  to 
sell,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  property,  real  and 
personal.  Said  Board  shall  meet  once  a  month,  on  the  last 
Monday  of  every  month,  or  if  this  should  be  a  holiday,  then 
on  the  following  TuesdajL  The  Board  of  Control  shall  ap¬ 
point  two  Managers,  a  gentleman  and  a  lady,  a  committee 
for  each  month ;  shall  appoint  a  school  committee,  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  repairs,  a  committee  on  supplies,  and  a  committee 
on  finance,  who  shall  also  act  as  an  auditing  committee;  and 
shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies.  Any  person  who  shall 
have  served  for  ten  consecutive  years  on  the  Board,  shall  be 
eligible,  on  resignation,  to  the  office  of  Counsellor,  with  a 
vote  in  the  Board  when  present.  The  Assistant  Managers 
may  act  on  committees  for  the  month,  or  otherwise  assist 
the  work  of  the  Home. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  MONTH. 

During  the  month  which  shall  begin  immediately  after 
the  monthly  meeting,  the  committee  of  the  month  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Home,  including,  in  consultation  with  the 
Matron,  the  admission,  discharge,  and  placing  the  inmates. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

MATRON,  ASSISTANT  MATRON,  TEACHER,  AND  HOUSEKEEPER. 

The  Matron  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Control ; 
she  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Home  and  its  inmates, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Control,  including 
power  to  employ  and  dismiss  servants.  The  Assistant 
Matron,  Teacher,  and  Housekeeper,  when  such  are  em¬ 
ployed,  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Control,  hut 
may  be  dismissed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Month,  with 
the  approval  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Six  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Corporation,  or  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  Meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  President,  to  be  notified  by  the  Clerk,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Annual  Meeting ;  and  of  the  Board  of 
Control,  by  notice  to  each  member  through  the  Post  Office  ; 
and  these  meetings  shall  be  called  at  any  time,  on  the 
written  application  of  not  less  than  six  members. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Corporation,  at  which  the  purpose  to  amend 
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the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  have  been  stated  as 
one  of  the  objects  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
officers’  duties. 

The  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer 
shall  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  their  offices.  The 
Treasurer  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting,  and 
whenever  requested  by  the  President  or  Committee  of  Fi¬ 
nance  ;  and  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
of  Finance,  in  making  or  changing  investments ;  all  bills 

shall  be  approved  by  at  least  one  member  of  that  commit- 

* 

tee.  The  Treasurer  may  employ  a  Collector.  . 

ARTICLE  X. 

ADOPTION. 

In  all  cases  where  children  are  adopted  from  this  insti¬ 
tution,  the  President  and  Clerk  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  give  the  consent  of  this  institution  to  such 
adoption,  and  to  sign  in  the  name  of  this  institution,  all 
papers  necessary  to  perfect  the  adoption  of  such  children.
